Regarding claims 3-4 and 6-10: 

The primary reason for the allowance of claim 6 is the inclusion of the method 
steps of: changing of said first reference values to said second reference values is 
performed in view of other data including one or more of indoor air quality data, outdoor 
air quality data, temperature, humidity, carbon monoxide, carbon dioxide, radon, other 
gasses and compounds, organic and inorganic compounds. It is this feature found in the 
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claim, as it is claimed in the combination that has not been found, taught or suggested 
by the prior art of record, which makes this claim allowable over the prior art. 

Claims 3-4 and 7-10 are allowed due to their dependency on claim 6.
